THE TAX COMPROMISE QUESTION. 


e question of a compromise of the 
railroad taxes due in Los Angeles 
county by the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company has again been before 
our Board of Supervisors. All the ques- 
tions at issue have frequently been 
gone over before, and presented in 
these columns, and it is unnecessary to 
restate them now. We have not heard 
that any new and sufficient reasons 
were presented to the Board, at its 
late session, by the railroad com- 
pany’s agent 
ty should accept a less sum 
of money from _ the _ railroad 
than that which has accrued from 
taxes long overdue and unpaid. The 
amount now due approximates one 
hundred thousand dollars. In these 
taxes the State hasa large direct in- 
terest. The levy which is disputed 
was made by the State Board of 
Equalization. It cannot be altered by 
the County Supervisors; the taxes due 
cannot be lowered by that body; the 


. State’s interest in them cannot be 


compromised 
power. 


away by an inferior 
These questions have all 
been before the Board and 
the people, and have been 
thoroughly discussed. If there 
were ever any doubt as to the unsafety 
and unwisdom and unlawfulness of a 
compromise, that doubt has been re- 
cently removed by the action of the 
State Controller. That officer has 
seryed formal notice upon the coun- 
ties in which eftorts have been made 
to effect compromises of railroad taxes, 
that he will resist.on behalf of the 
State, all such compromises. He will 
demand the State’s proportion 
of the taxes due every 
case. It will be seen that 
if our Board of Supervisors, laying 
aside all scruples as to their legal 
power in the premises, should take the 
responsibility of making this com- 
promise, they will thereby and at 
once involve the county in a contro- 
versy with the State over the division 
of tax moneys due from the county. 
This is a risk they cannot afford to 
run. We do not believe they will run 
it. We do not believe the people will 
for an instant sanction their servants 


_ in such a use of unauthorized power. 


It is urged that the county needs 
the money. Truc; but that consti- 
tutes no reason why it should consent 
to an unlawful compromise to get it, 
or°a-part of it. It constitutes no 
reason why the able but uuwilling cor- 
poration should be let off with a 
partial payment of its taxes, when 
every private citizen, high or low, has 
to make full payment. 

The Times suggests in good faith 
to the railroad company that it would 
be both right and expedient for it to 
cease antagonizing the law and the peo- 
ple, to pay its taxes without further 
resistance, and so end this unprofitable 
contention. 


‘ORANGES. 


Here is a conservative opinion upon 
the subject of orange-growing which 
will commend itself to practical men 
by its sound sense. It is from the 
Alta California: 


Some of the counties north of the Bay 
have made attempts at orange culture, 
and in occasional localities with success. 
But a caution should be observed about 
investing much money in the business. 
Because oranges can be grown in a given 
locality, it does not prove that it will pay 
to grow them. The orange area in this 
State is so extensive that it will pay to 
cultivate the fruit only where the condi- 
tions are right to realize the maximum 
results in quantity and quality. The 
price of oranges went down pretty low 
this year, but it will go lower in the 
future. 


To grow the best, and put them 
upon the market 1n the best state and 


most attractive shape, is the aim of 


sagacious orange cultivators. To spend 
years of time and labor, with its 
attendant outluy of patience and 
money, in growing a poor orange is an 
unwise investment; and it must be a 
bitter disappointment to him who has 
gone through the experience. Los 
Angeles county produces many good 
oranges and some poor ones.

An Opiniou on Lemons. 
From the Alta California, ) 

A Los Angeles pxper enters into a 
long disquisition upon the various 
uses of the lemon, to prove the de- 
sirability of its cultivation. If Cali- 
fornia horticulturists can raise good 
lemons they need not harangue the 
public on the medicinal value of the 
fruit, for it is like good wine, which 
‘needs no tavern bush to proclaim it.” 
But less success has attended the effort 
to reise a good quality of lemons than 
of any other fruit. We observe one 
journal which speaks of a “prejudice” 
that induces people to pav two or 
three times as mueh for Sicily lemons 
as for those of home production. Pre- 
judice does not usually extend quite 
that far; it 1s better to be honest 
about it and confess that up to this 
time California lemons have been of 
an inferior quality. 

[The rule, if it is a rule, is not with- 
out its exceptions, as Los Angeles lem- 
on-growers can demonstrate practi- 
cally. And itis by no means impos- 


sible that the exception may yet be-
